Doima-Baghtche Palace, Which Succeed 


e Yiidiz Ae‘ the Royal Residence. The New Sultan, Who Was a Prisoner 


Here for Thirty Years, Was Forbidden to Use the Rooms Looking Out on the Bosphorus.

Constantinople, Aug. 14.—‘TI will sac- 
rifice my whole life to the people and 
the constitution.” These were Rechad 
Mohammed’s first words when the 
Young Turks sent messengers to say 
he had succeeded to his deposed broth- 
er. Though not altogether unexpected 
—he received notice the day before to 
prapare his mind for the great change 
in his life—Mohammed V had been too 
dong a prisoner to throw off all his 
old ways as soon as he became sultan 
and caliph. The habits of thirty years 
die hard. “I want to live if my old 
home, at Dolma-Baghtche,” he said on 
his way back from the chamber of 
deputies, whither he at once drove to 
take the oath of obedience to the con- 
stitution. 

“Give Yildiz Kiosk t@ the nation,” 
he went on. “I will not live in it—it 
must be turned into a museum and the 
people be allowed to visit it.” The 
grand vizier suggested that a new pal- 
tce might be built for his majesty, 
or that he could choose one of the 
many Which the ex-sultan had built 
and embellished. But he would not 
bear of it. 


He Meant Telephones. 

As the new sultan said he wanted 
Dolma-Baghtche to be modernized, 
people who understand these things 
were sent there. The sultan himself 
received them. “I have heard and read 
that there are machines you put into 
the houses by means of which you can 
talk to people at great distances with- 
out seeing them,” he said to his gsec- 
retary. The sultan, of course, meant 
telephones, which he had never seen 
in his life, and which were generally 
forbidden in Constantinople under the 
old regime. So severa) telephones are 
being set up in the palace. Besides 
those in connection with the town, one 
will enable the sultan to communicate 
with his harem without leaving his 
Own apartments, and others are to run 
to hia secretaries’ &£partments. 

Hitherto the palace has been lighted 
by oil lamps and candles. His majesty 
is delighted with the idea of electric 
light and goes into the various apart- 
ments where the work is being done, 
choosing the lamps and giving advice. 
But he ts chiefly engaged in asking 
questions of the workmen about the 
“ay the installation is done: Another 
innovation is the telegraph office now 
being set up in ‘the palace itself. 

Dolma-Baghtche is a handsome 
enough palace of white wood and mar- 
ble, overlooking the Bosphorus. But 
during Abdul Hamid’s reign the royal 
inmate was forbidden to use the rooms 
overlooking thé sea, lest he should 
thereby .be tempted to escape. He 
and his household were confined to the 
other side, which opens on to the ave- 
nue of Bechitach. Here Abdu! Hamid 
erected an enormously high wall, to 
whose height he added from time to 
time, as his suspidions increased. Of 
course, this wall will now be consid- 
erably lowered. The sultan’s private 
apartments are to overlook the sea,

Mohammed himself is aifferent. At first 
sight, with hig blue eyes, kind smile, 
olive complexion ang heavy figure and 
walk, he makes the imipression of a 
good-hearted professor, whose mind is 
wrapped up in books. At home he still 
dresses as a civilian, in the fashion 
affected by Europeans some twelve 
years back. His shoulders are high 
and a little bent, as with much poring 
over books. Hitherto he has only worn 
@ moustache, as, according to custom, 
Only the sultan, of all] the imperial 
family, is allowed to wear a beard. 
He goes not wish to have one now; but 
it is feared that religious susceptibili- 
ties will be hurt and people will ask 
what sort of a caliph ig it who wears 
a moustache. 


{ Used to Sptes, 


So accustomed has Rechad become to 
being surrounded by spies, that during 
the first few days of his reign he spoke 
low and hesitatingly, often lowering 
his voice, when speaking of politics, to 
a whisper, and tooking furtively 
around him, ae if he feared spies. Little 
by little he is getting ria of this. But 
the thirty years of prison have told 
upon him. It is not many weeks since 
Abdul Hamé’s servants tortureq him 
by sticking pins into his body because 
he was suspected of holding communi- 
cation with the Young Turks. As a 
matter of fact, he did al] he could to 
escape notice, as it was betteF for 
those who noticed him. As late as last 
Easter a young officer wag tried by 
court-martial because, on meeting 
Rechad’s closed carriage in the street, 
he saluted him ang made his soldiers 
render him the honors usual to the 
heir apparent. * 

Though nominally a general in the 
Turkish army, he was carefully kept 
from-serving or commanding. The fact 
that he went to parliament, on hig ac- 
cession, in civil dress, aroused a good 
deal of comment, some of which was 
repeated to him. But his amiable bows 
and smile killed criticism, and he at 
once ordere a black-and-green uni- 
form of a general of the cedonian 
army, Which he wore for his first 
selamlik. In fact, he does all he can to 
make himself as popular as his brother 
wag hated. Not only has he given up 
all his private fortune to the nation, 
but everybody who comes near him re. 
ceives a gift. 

It was Achmed Riza Bey, president 
of the chamber, ~who announced his 
accession.

Three Wiven. 


Mohammed V has three wives and 
four children. Three sons—Zia Eddin, 
Nedzim Eddin and Omer Hilmi—and 
one daughter, Princess Refia. Zia Ed- 
din is 32, Nedzim Eddin, 27, and the 
youngest, 7. Princess Refia has been 
married for several years. It is prob- 
able that the rule of succession will be 
changed. The old system, by which 
the sultan’s eldest male relative, 
whether brother, or nephew, or cousin, 
succeeded, always led to intrigue. It 
was only because Abdul Hamid wished 
his gon to reign after him that he kept 
Rechad in prison for thirty years, hop- 
ing to get together a party strong 
enough to support Mehmed Burhan 
Effendi, his fourth and favorite son, 
who is 24 years old, and a keen sol- 
dier. If the reactionaries make an at- 
tempt to dethrope Rechad, it will 
in favor of Mehmed Burhan.

August 15.—The 
weekly cotton ‘crep ‘sumnrary of the 
Commercial Appeal: tomorrow, will say: 

In’ practically all of the territory 
. Mississippi river there 
was a marked improvement in. the 
condition of the. cotton crop. The 
showers that fell were moderate and 
beneficial. The plant is smail, and 
still late, but is growing. nicely and 
is well fruited for its size. Many 
correspondents note that the pros- 
pettive yield is better than was at 
one time thought: possible. 

In this territory conditions are best 
in Georgia and South Carolina and 
poorest in Mississippi.

Another iactor that may not be ignored is the increase In road mileag:

These figures shed light on the automobile as an agent for economy 
in cities, since the London comparisons are, of course, reproduced in propor- 
tion in all other municipalities. ' 

The beneficial results from an indirect standpoint are greater, but not 
as easily estimated. The past dominance of the horse in cities’ streets has 
made unquestionably for such sanitary conditions as added to the sources 
by which the public health is menaced. 

The automobile, which is cleaner than the horse, and which does not 
act as a medium for germs, introduces more sanitary conditions, not only 
upon the highways, but as well in the matter of stables, notorious breeding 
places for bacteria and rats and other vermin. 

From which it will appear that despite the necessity of supervisory lee 
islation, the automobile is working its way into favor in more ways than 
one.

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QUIBBLES THAT BURLESQUE LAW AND JUSTICE. 


Undoing the work of trial courts twice in rapid succession, first because 
of a missing ‘‘the’’ in the indictment, and again because of a superfluous 


‘fe’’ in the presentment, is the contribution of the supreme court of .Mis- 


souri to the practice of government-by-technicality, that often defeats jus- 
tice and mocks law in the United States. 

As reported by The Kansas City Star, Judge Gantt, of the supreme 
court, first reversed a case because ‘‘the’’ was missing before ‘‘state of 
Missouri’’ in the indictment, The second case, even more exasperating, is 
described as follows 


Judge Gantt filed in Division No.2 of the Supreme Court, June 29. 
an opinion reversing and remanding two years’ sentence of Leo Judd, 
of St. Louis, for fraudulent regist ration in September, 1904. The case 
is reversed on the ground of a defective information of the prosecut- 
ing attorney. The information charged Judd with registering under the 
name of Charles Cohn, but charged that he signed the registration book 
by the name of Charles Cohen. The different spelling of the name, 
the court finds, makes it an entirely different name and makes the 
two parts of the information repugnant to each other and the indict- 
ment defective. The case is remanded that the circuit. attorney may 
file another information, if he so desires. 


We boast of our incomparable superiority over the legal institutions 
and practices of the old world, and of our more progressive and equitable 
ideals of ‘‘liberty.’’

ence and pleaded for a remedy. 

Failure in relief comes from the inertia or the outright antagonism com- 
ing, in many of our legislative bodies, from lawyers of minor i eceaaeradanent 
who perhaps see fees in judicial quibbles. 

The way out is simplicity intensified. It only remains for legislatures 
to so amend legal procedure that appellate courts shall arbitrate causes re- 
ferred to them, NOT BY THE CROSSING OF A ‘‘T’’ OR THE DOTTING 
1 gy *. Bhs Re. OR ANY OTHER PURELY MECHANICAL FLAW IN THE 
INDICTMENT OR PROCESS; BUT SIMPLY AND SOLELY UPON THE 

NAKED ISSUE AS TO WHETHER OR NOT THE VERDICT OF THE 
TRIAL COURT IS JUSTIFIED BY THK EVIDENCE AND WHETHER 
THERE BE ANY RADICALLY DISQUALIFYING FLAWS IN THE L T- 
TER. 

Until we arrive at this stage, the country will continuously be afflicted 
by an increasing contempt for the way the law is administered in this 
country. 


CELEBRATING A CENTURY OF PEACE. 


Already approved by the Canadian government, plans are now under way 
for celebration.on a large scale of the full century of peace between 
America and the Dominion soon to reach its maturity. 

Organized effort is being made to induce the states and cities on this side 
of the frontier to cooperate with their cross-boundary neighbors, to the end 
of marking the anniversary with pageants which shall emphasize to the world 
the friendly relations between the two countries. : 

Relatively few Americans realize the vast territorial extent of Canada 
and the immensity of its resources, the latter of which have hardiy entered 
upon ‘development. 

We speak flippantly about the possibilities and the desirability of a phys- 
ical union between the two nations and, at the same time, level such @is- 
criminatory tariffs against its industries as are calculated to impair the 
mutual entente. 

Canada does not want to be annexed to the United States, even were 
England favorably disposed toward such a suggestion. The agricultural] po- 
tentialities of the Dominion, especially in the matter of wheat cultivation, 
are even more pronounced than: those of America. Her timbering interests 
virtually equal those of the United States, while they are superior from the 
standpoint of having been more sensibly protected from the reckless depre- 
dations of the lumberman. 

The affection, too, of the Canadian people for England is loyal and abid- 
ing. Canadian volunteers largely aided in winning the Boer war for Great 
Britain, and there are indications that in the event the subsidiary navy plan 


|of the empire is consummated, Canada will contribute several battleships. 


On our side, however, it behooves us to continue the cultivation of 
friendly relations with our northern neighbor. Our commercial intérests 
sanction the policy, and the two peoples are sufficiently similar in customs 
and racial instincts to pentity bonds even closet than those at present pre- 
vailing. 

The dream of the Stars and Stripes floating over one great nation from 
the frozen north to the equator will in all likelihood never be materialized. 
But that is no reason why the two countries should not be upon the most 
cordial and mutually helpful of terms. The approaching celebration, held 
under cooperative auspices, will substantially promote that end.

Later, however, Count @’Orsay, who 
Was among the men of fashion who 
visited Miss Howard—introduced Louis 
Napoleon, who was then a poor ex- 
ile. 

He fell in love with her, and this 
woman, who was wealthy as well as 
beautiful, believed in the future ruler 
of France, and furnished him with 
funds to assist hig attempt to estab- 
lish himself in his own country. 

When Napoleon was elected president 
Miss Howard had apartments at 8t. 
Cloud, but when his schemes had 
reached a successf, \jssue and he be- 
came emperor he dé. to get rid of 
the beautiful English » \man.

Eugenie de Montijo in 1852, Miss How- 
ard, furious with rage, made violent 
scenes and threatened to publish Na- 
poleon’s letters. Twice his sécret po- 
lice turned her house upside down in 
a vain attempt to discover this corre- 
spondence, and finally he had to buy 
her off for a quarter of a million ster- 
ling and the title of Countess de Beau- 
regard.

|She ‘Was Stabbed in a Half 


Dozen Places With Hunting 
Knife, and Her Neck Was 
Ringed With Bloody Finger 
Marks. 


New York, August 15.—Chinatown 
boiled over again early today on dis- 
covery of the murder of the most beau- 
tiful of the few Chinese women in New 
21 years old, who 
came here from Sar Francisco about a 
year ago with an Americanized China- 
man, Chin Lin, 31 years old. 

It was about 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing, just as the usual Saturday night 
revelries were quieting down, that 
Chin Len dashed out of a tenement 
house at 17 Mott street, crying: “My 
woman has been murdered.” 

The street, filled with loitering Chi- 
namen and parties of American “sight- 
seers,” all of whom quickly recalled 
the sensational murder of Bisie Sigel, 
the missionary girl, was thrown into 
excitement. 

Stabbed in Many Places. 

The police hurried into the house 
un@er Len’s direction. The murdered 
woman lay naif floor of a bedroom 
stabbed in hal dozen places. Her 
siender neck ringed with bloody 
finger marks, indicating a struggle 
wtih her assailant. Beside her lay a 
crusted hunting knife. 

It was evident that the woman had 
been dead for two or three hours. On 
the stairs were found traces of blood, 
and also on a door leading to the store 
of Yuen Chin & Company on the 
ground fioor. Three Chinamen there 
were arrested, although they denied 
any knowledge of the murder. Six 
American women, who declared them- 
selves to be the wives of Chinamen, 
were found in the house and arrested, 
but none would admit any knowledge 
of Bow Kim’s death. 

. He Found Body. 

In the murdered woman’s room were 
found many business letters in Chinese, 
but none that gave a clue. 

Len’s account of himself was that he 
had spent the early é¢vening with his 
wife. Returning at 2 o'clock in the 
morning he found the body on the 
floor. In touching it he had soiled his 
hands with blood whith in turn had 
smeared the door and stairway as he 
hurried to he street. No formal charge 
has been preferreg against Len, but he 


is held in $5,000" ball as a “material 
witness.”

Constitution in regard to the new the- 
ater and the sale to Jake Wells, Bén 
Kahn has written a letter to the 
writer of the story, in which he de- 
clares that his action was necessary 
for his own protection; that he had 
been betrayed by a trusted agent, and 
that he intends to return to Atlanta, 
When the new theater opens, and 
manage it. ‘ 
His letter follows: 
The Morris Contract. 


I have just seen a copy of The At- 
lanta Constitution of the $th inst., in 
which appears an article captioned, 
“Fatal Flaw in Contract Held by Wil- 
liam Morris,”’ and in which is narrated 
some of the history of the transaction 
by which the Forsyth. Theater has 
passed ta new control. 

There has been so widespread an 
interest in the new house and my 
friends in Atlanta are so numerous 
that I am anxious that if anything 
at all be printed, the published ac- 
counts be made to square with the 


facts. ° ; 

To begin with, the contract I made 
with William Morris, Inc., by which 
I secured a franchise for the For- 
syth Theater was properly drawn and 
signed by me individualy, for the 
reason that it antedates the forma- 
tion ef the Kahn Theatrical Circuit. 
Later, when the sorporation was 
formed, this franchise was assigned 
to it. As my assignee, the corporation 
assumed all obligations to which orig- 
inally I was bound. There is nothing 
in the entire transaction that even 
remotely savored of a “trick,” or that 
was inconsistent with the highest 
ethics. 

My chief concern is that the opinion 
may form after a perusal of your 
article that I took an unfair ad- 
vantage of my associates in assuring 
a profit to myself and abandoning the 
other stockholders to financial loss. 
The implication also that the stock 
in my possession was of a value in 
excess of what I was entitled to, is 
particularly objectionable. 

It is true that when the Kahn The- 
atrical Circuit was formed, Degen 
130 shares of stock (not 129, as you 
have it), of which I subsequently dis- 
posed of ten shares at private sale. 
This stock was issued to me ine re- 
turn for the lease, which, as an indi- 
vidual, I had taken upon the theater 
property, the same as I had made the 
booking contract with William Morris, 
Inc., as an individual. And as stated. 
this stock was issued to me for the 
lease, the booking franchise and my 
experience. By the terms of my agree- 
ment, this stock was to be non-voting, 
showing my fairness in that agree- 
ment to my associate stockholders, 
who paid cash for their stock, and 
only the profits aceruing from my 
stock to be mine. 

At Merey of Stockholders, 

This statement should be kept 
clearly in mind, along with that pro- 
vision of the company’s charter 
which provides that all stock issued 
by the company must be paid for in 
cash, for by that little twist and the 
fact that my stock was heid by me, 
not in return for a cash pay™nent, but 
by virtue of my assignment to the 
company of my lease, franchise, 
étc., Was my stock rendered inocu- 
cus when the decision as to a final dis- 
position of the property was reached. 
I was éntirely at the mercy of my fel- 
low.-stockholders, instead of their 
being at mine. 

The chief object of my recent visit 
to Atlanta was to urge upon my as- 
sociates the acceptance of the 
made by Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger. 
Thig assured each stockholder a 


profit of 100 per cent. on his original | 


investment, exc@épt the stock held by 
myself, for which a satisfactory ar- 
rangement was assured me by Messrs. 
Klaw & Erlanger, an arrangement, 
however, which assured me no cash 
profit. On my arrival in Atlanta, 
however, I found that in my absence 
the present owners of the stock had 
quietly secured option on 72 shares 
of the voting stock, or enough to give 
them controlling voice at all times. 
This was accomplished through an 
agent who was one of the Original 
stockholders and who from the time 
of the company’s inception, had. been 
receiving a retainer from me to look 
after and guard my interests, all the 
time working on behalf of my business 
rivais. When I arrived in Atlanta, 
therefore, I found that options for the 
majority of the voting stock was in 
possession of the opposing faction, and 
that a majority of the board of di- 
rectors had sold out, a fourth was in 
Europe and only one holding out to 
stand with me and to try to put 
through a ratification of the Klaw & 
Erlanger offer. 


I Was Quite Helpless. 


There was not, therefore, a board 
of directors, in fact, to take official 
action, and at a stockholders’ meeting 
which I called, the majority of stock 
was in the hands of the opposition, 
and the action then taken is already 
known and _ injunction proceedings 
were threatened, preventing votes 
being cast on the stock I held.

The profit i derived, if I have de- 
rived any, represents, as I stated 
above, my reward for the lease I heid 
and which you credit me with having 
obtained at a ‘remarkably low figure’ 
for my experience and booking fran- 
chise. Please, too, bear in mind that I 
originally ‘assumed 4a)l the risk of 
the lease and devoted all 
toward the formation of the company, 
and for a matter of nine months now 
have devoted my time without re- 
to the interests of the 
company, receiving only such actual 
expense as I have been subjected to 
for the company. It ts true that under 
my contract with the cOmpany I am 
aséured the management of the house 
at a nominal salary. This clause of 
my contract I expect to realize -on 
and at the proper time I shall appear 
in Atlanta to assume the management 
of the Forsyth theater. 

In conclusion permit me to say that 
I stand ready to invest the $6,000. 
I received for my stock with any in- 
dividual or body of public-spirited 
citizens who will for a company 
for the erection of another theater in 
Atlanta, for the purpose of playing 
either William Morris vaudeville, if 
by any chance his contract with the 
Forsyth theater is vitiated, or for 
Klaw & Erlanger if they desire a 
house in Atlanta. I will give my time 
toward the formation of such a com- 
pany if I receive any encouragement 
and ask only similar terms to those 
made by the Kahn Theatrical Circuit.

_ In last week's. paper was show™ the 
comparative and actual economic re- 
sults of three different Methods of 
harvesting the’ corn crop, to-wit: 

1. Harvesting the ears only, leav- 
ing the entire ‘stalks and biades in 
the field. * . : 

2. Harvesting the é¢ars and biades 
in the uSual way (in the south) leav- 
ing the bare statks in the field. 

3. Harvesting the entire-plant above 
the earth's. surfacé, leaving nothing 
in the field, excepting the roots. . I 
recapitulate the respective resulting 
values as follows: The grain being 
valued at. $1 per bushel; the cured 
blades (‘fodder’) dt. $1 per hundred 
pounds; the shredded entire staiks 
less the ears (“stover”) at 50. cents 


per hundred pounds: 
(1) Ears only, shelled corn 34.3

(27) Ears (shelled corn 34.2 
bushels) and blades... » 41,33 
(3) Ears (shelled corn 324.3 bush- ‘ 
els) and entire stalks ~» 46.23 
Note that when the blades were 
“pulled” and their value added to that 
of the ears, the increased product was 
worth $7.03 more per acre thag the 
value of the ears alone, and when the 
entire stalks were saved and shredded 
the value of total] products was $46.23. 
a further increase in value of $4.90, a 
total gain compared with the value of 
ears alone of $11.93 per acre. Calcu- 
late these increases for each bushel 
and we have:

bushel of corn ; 1.3 

In other words, by saving the fodder 
in the usual way, we add 20 cents for 
each bushel of corn; and by saving 
the entire stalks and shredding, we 
add 15 cents more for each buskel. It 
is said that 50,000,000 bushels of shell- 
ed corn is a full crop for Georgia. Let 
us apply the figures to such a crop: 

(1) By the first plan we get a total 
crop value ‘of $50,000,000. 

(2) By the second plan we get a to- 
ta] crop value of $60,000,000. 

(3) By the third vlan we get a total 
crop value of $67.500.000! . 

Let’s have another calculation: 

The weight of the naked corn stalks, 
including tassels, the part usually left 
in the field, ranges between 40 and 50 
pounds for each bushel of shelled corn. 
Let us split the difference and call it 
45 pounds. Now multiply this 45 pounds 
by 50 million bushels and we have the 
of two thousand two 
hundred and fifty million pounds (2,- 
250,000,000), or one million, one hun- 
dred and. twenty-five thousand tons 
(1.125.000). What a stupendous amount 
of fairly good forage, almost all of it 
going to waste excepting for its small 
value as a return to the sdil. The 
amount would provide 270 pounds per 
day for an entire vear for each of 
more than 300 thousand adult cattle! 
Does it astonish the reader?

FALL CROP IRISH POTATOES. 

Editor of Farm and Farmers’ De- 
partment: In compliance with your re- 
quest and in answer to many letters 
asking my plan of growing fall Irish 
potatoes, let me use your columns. I 
use, for seed, potatoes from spring 
crop, and to economize plant largely 
the smallest tubers. Be sure to plant 
when there is a season in the grounu. 
Let ground be thoroughly prepared 
and manured; then lay off furrows 
with straight shovel (running twice in 
same furrow) from 18 inches to 3 feet 
apart, owing to the amount of land 
you cultivate; drop whole potato and 
cover at lteast 4 to 6 inches deep and 
then tread the ground, and mulca 
with straw. ff you can; if not, only 
work enough to keep down weeds. 
Now, remember this: Don't plant 
when the sun is hot; plant in the 
morning or evening. Cover s0on after¥ 
dropping. Plant any time there is a 
season in the ground, from July 20 
to September 10. Don’t dig until after 
first freeze, as they continue to grow 
after first frosts will have bitten them 
down. Gather.any put in hills like 
sweet potatoes. e corn stalks and 
pine straw to.cover s, and then dirt. 
Put shelter over hill\té keep out rain. 
Use from top of hill, always stopping 
hole with straw. For me, they Keep 
perfectly until they come again by 
taking down hill and spreading under 
house, when warm spring weather 
comes, and are much better than spring 
crop, always cooking mealy. I some- 
times remove with knife the skin and 
eyes from seed end, being sure to dip 
cutem in slacked lime, to prevent ex- 
cessive bleeding and rotting. I don’t 
advise this, however. Have raised 
from same seed potatoes planted twice 
each year for six or eight years.

CABBAGE ROT. ’ 

Mrs. R. W. Mattnews, Stockton, 
Ala.—Please inform me tn next issue of 
The Constitution what is the trouble 
with my collards. They begin to rot in 
the bud, and die in a short time. When 
I cut them, the whole of the inside of 
the stalk ig: rotten. I fertilize them 
with manure. - 

Answer—I think it is probable that 
your collards are attacked by a. fungus 
that produces what is called “club- 
root,” and which also attacks turnips, 
radishes, mustard, or any other mem- 
ber of the same family... There is no 
means of arresting the disease, when 
it has attacked the plants, Prevention 
consists in rotation, not planting cab- 
bage,. etc., on the infected soil for two 
Or three years,.and in avoiding the use 
of stable manure on collards when the 
manure is from animais that have been 
fed on Infected collards, etc. 


TURNIPS AND CRIMSON CLOVER. 

A. M. Worden, Tullahoma, Tenn.— 
Now is the best time to sow crimson 
clover and turnips—July 1§5 to August 
25.. It is the best crup we ever raised 
here in middie Tennessee, and gathers 
nitrogen in winter months, when noth- 
ing else but vetch will gather it. It is 
far more easily raised than vetch, and 
more productive, !0 to 4, here. It pro- 
vides a winter's feed for lambs, pigs, 
kids, and, if not tow wet for heavy 
stock, they will thrive on it, too.° 

Manureheavily; plow deep; disk and 
harrow thoroughly. Sow !2 to 1t5 
pounds of crimson clover seed and one- 
half to one. pound of best cow-horn, 
rutabaga or yellow Aberdeen turnip 
seed per acre, and harrow and cross- 
harrow Well; then rest a while, and, 
if vou get one or two good rains, you 
ean depend on Dame Nature to do the 
rest. 

In my former article, the copy 
sent in wrong, as one-half to 
pound of turnip seed is plenty. Pull 
turnips in fall, anf feed them, or sell. 
If you do not make a great success this 
time, try again on same soll next sea- 
son. Clover sod and pea or bean stub- 
ble are best locations, as such soils 
are more likely to contain the right 
bacteria and fertility to start the 
clover off well. 

You are bound to succeed if you per- 
sist, and will find it a grand feeding 
and big’ paying combination. Do not 
try it in a careless, half-hearted, half- 
fitted wavy. on poor soll; it will not 
pay. Ours’did well on gravelly bottoms, 
and better on clay side hill, and.| am 
fixing now to sow 25 acres, or more, 
this fall, both bottom and upland. 
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“CHEATED"-ED AGAIN, 

M. E. Glanton, Allatoona, Ga.—Sev- 
eral weeks ago I sowed oats with no 
cheat. and I saved my seed oats and 
had no cheat. I turned the land in 
the fall. Volunteer oats came up, But 
not enough for a stand. ‘There were 
some oats on the terraces. I planted 
the land in cotton for two years and 
then in corn. The oats on the ter- 
races ripened, but I did mot notice any 
cheat. The next year about one-third 
cheat. Thegnext year all cheat. Now, 
how did that cheat get there? Did 
birds carry it there? Or did it come 
from degenerate oats. I continued to 
sow the seed from the oats I planted 
the first year and not one sprig of 
cheat. I1 sowed wheat with no cheat. 
Near the branch in the field the rab- 
bits ate off the wheat. At that place 
came cheat. 

Answer—Mr. Glanton says: “The 
oats on the terrace ripened,” but “I 
did not notice any cheat.” “The next 
vear about one-third cheat. The next 
year all cheat. Now, how did that 
cheat get there?” ‘I answer, I do not 
know, but I presume the seed were 
there’ when the oats were first sown. 
He says he “did not notice any cheat.” 
The inference is that he did not look 
closedy for cheat—probably not at all. 
I suggest that where the rabbits ate 
the wheat the resulting heads were 
not cheat, but simply imperfectly de- 
veloped wheat heads, such as some- 
times spring up from a late stool of 
genuine wheat after reaping the same 
before it was fully ripe. 

The first vear vou “did not notice 
any cheat” on the uncultivated ter- 
races—but it was there all the same. 
The uncultivated conditions were fa- 
vorable to cheat. but very unfavorable 
to oats. and the cheat was one-third. 
The third year the oats gave up the

THE CHEAT QUESTION. 

Cc. <A. Stevens, Sandy Cross, Ga.— 
On the subject of cheat, I desire to 
sav that when a boy of 12 or 15 my 
father was farming with slaves, un- 
der the old method of clearing up, 
wearing out and then clearing other 
fresh lands. He turned out a part of 
a field. the last thing on which was 
oats. It was not pastured on account 
of other things betng in same field. 
Oats came up voluntarily in the fall. 
The next spring I observed patches of 
oats nearly thick enough to cut, Those 
oats fell down on the land agéin and 
came up voluntarily the second time 
The next year, inspring, amidst broom 
straw. May pops, etc, those oats 
headed again, but nearly all the 
stalks were cheat instead of oats, con- 
vincing me, beyond controversy, that 
damaged and neglected oat grains 
would turn to cheat. I have seen 
other things since the war, and \re- 
cently that convinces me that wheat 
and oats both,, when ngglected for a 
year or two, would degenerate into 
cheat. It is true that when once pro- 
duced and sown, cheat, like other 
grains, will reproduce itself; but it Is 
an undoubted fact in my mind that it 
is as I have told you. Feeling that 
my experience in. grain culture of 40 
years may be of some service, I 
send it. 

Comments: 1 do not consider that 
Friend Stevens has made out his 
case. I suspect that the oats, under 
such severe conditions, became so de- 
tertorated. that the few heads pro- 
duced were mistaken for cheat. It 1g 
a fact that many farmers do not know 
the vpecific botanical characters of 
cheat. It seems reasonable to expect 
that if odts may turn to cheat that 
there would be some gradations or 
steps that would mark the gradual 
transmutation. It would .seem, also, 
that if under unfavorable conditions 
oats may change to cheat, then, if con- 
ditions be reversed, the cheat should 
change back to oats. :

I know of no manufacturer that 
makes just such a mixture, which illus- 
trates the expediency of home-mixing. 

Using the above amount of fertilizer, 
I would use not less than two bushels: 
of Appler or other: rust-proof oats per 
acte. 

If you wish have no blast, of! 
smut, in your crop, thoroughly wet! 
your ‘séed oats by sprinkling and stir-| 
ring a mixture of one pint of formalin 
and 500 lions of water. It will re- 
quire one gallon of this solution per 
each bushel, of seed oats. Let oats 
stand in a heap, covered over with a 
sheet, several hours, or overnight. Then: 
spread out thinly and let dry for sow- 
ing. This treatment may be given at 
any time before sowbng (threshing 
time is a good time). 

In March, if deemed desirable, top- 
dress the oatfield with 75 to 100 pounds 
nitrate of soda.

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NITROGEN—TOO MUCH 

STALK. 

W. E. Steedley, Waycross, Ga.—I 
want to know about fertilizing corn. I 
want to make one hundred bushels 
this year on one acre. I have made 
too much stalk for the amount of corn. 
I used lots of manure raised from 
dairy cows, fed on cotton seed meal. 
I used nitrate of soda when I laid by. 
I want to know if this was right or 
should I have used the soda when I 
planted, or at the first planting? My 
corn is good but the stalk is too 
large for the amount of corn. 

Answer—tThe result might have been 
foreseen from thé beginning. You ap- 
plied. scarcely any phosphoric acitd— 
the most necessary ingredient for corn 
—and even less potash—which is very 
much néeded’ on corn on your sandy, 
piney-woods soil. The excess of nitro- 
men was the cause of the large stalks 
and heavy blades and shucks. With 
each ton of the rich manure that you 
used you should have mixed at least 
200 pounds of acid ‘phosphate (14 or 
16 per cent) and possibly 10 pounds of 
muriate of potash. The nitrate of soda 
—if needed at all—which it was not— 
should ‘have been applied not iater 
than second plowing. I am ctirious to 
know of whom you got the idea of 
manuring as you did. Certainly. not 
from The Constitution. You would 
Probably. have doubled the yield of 
corn had you added acid phosphaté and 
potash ds above suggésted. -

CHEAT AND THP MOON. A “NEW 
WRINKLE” IN MOONOLOGY. 


John H. Williams, Cornelia, Ga.—(1) 
As I have read the articles written 
about grain and.cheat by so many 
writers I thought that I would say a 
few words on the subject. 

I believe that the faulty and -sorry 
wheat or oat seed make the cheat, if 
not, why don’t it come eup and grow 
where there is no oats or wheat sown? 
You never see any of it only where 
there is wheat or oats, and it is obliged 
to be connected with these grains in 
some way. It may be that it is like 
corn; you can break down a stalk of 
corn and it will sucker out and grow 
up and make a stalk, but it won't 
make an ear of corn, but instead it 
will make a small  shoot-of-a-thing 
covered wth a smutty looking bunch 
of something. 

it looks reasonable to me that 
the cheat might come from the faulty 
seed of oats or wheat just the same. 

(2) And now to those that don’t be- 
lieve that the moon has any influence 
on vegeta‘ion. .I will just ask them 
to try a little-experiment; it its this: 
Make some piles of brush on some good 
strong iand, so all the brush piles will 

on the same kind of land, and then 
when spring comes and the brush gets 
thoroughly dry so it will burn a good 
spot, burn it. Burn one pile on the 
new moon and another on the full 
moon, then plant corn in the burn 
place, each pile that you burnt, an 
note the difference in the corn that it 
makes. This is only a suggestion to
